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D/B that the is ©art graphics material may be exempt from the control when disseminated 
separately 9 and not as a part of the HIS. 

The Vice-Chairman pointed out that the ’'Comment© on Principal Sources" sub<*» 
Section is restricted to U. S„ Officials Only in all T’lS elements, but that there 
is no notice on the ccrror that an element contains eueh controlled material when 
the element is not controlled in its entirety. The desirability of including a 
warning notice on the cover of such elements was discussed, and it was the consensus 
of the Committee that recipients of the HIS should be so notified. The Vice-Chairman 
undertook to prepare an appropriate statement for Committee consideration. 

4. 

The Amy member stated that his agency had recently received a notice of 
the downgrading of an CIS element, but that this notice contained no date and no 
clear indication as to where it had originated. In order to avoid any misunder- 
, standings, the ’ iee-Chairman stated that future notices of the downgrading of ElS 
elements will originate in D/B, and that this will be clearly indicated in the 
notification memorandum. 

5. ms 43 (PhaptCT vmi 

The Army member stated that his agency contemplates producing Section 60 
(Introduction) and Section 81 (Ground Forces) on HIS 43 (Indochina) during FI 1954, 
and because of the situation in that area he suggested the following breakdown 
within the Sections: 


Part A - to cover the Viet Mlnh portion 
Part B - to cover the Fwaico-Vistasmeea portion 


The Committee agreed to the proposed treatment for these Sections and tbs 
two parts will be produced simultaneously and published within one Section cover. 

In connection with the Outline Guide for Chapter VII, the Air Force member 
reported that a sub-committee under the SEC had been established to formulate a 
proposed new Outline, and that be had been designated to represent his agency on 
this sub-committee. He stated that a recent meeting of the sub— committee was 
devoted largely to a discussion of the concept of the Chapter VII. It was pointed 

out that the present Outline Guide for Chapter VII is designed eo as to meet the 

actual requirements of the agencies, with emphasis placed on military planning and 
neede. This is in line with the Nature, Purpose, and Scope of tbs HIS Program as 
stated in the HIS Standard Instructions. 

The Committee agreed that any revision of the Chapter VII Outline Quids 

must be realistically in line with this basic concept, and the Air Force member will 

convey this view of the Committee to the sob— committee studying the proposed 
revision. 
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7. ffarcfr Produetiga 

The Vice-Chairman announced that the production commitment for the month 
lo 1U Sections of which 96 Section# are overdue ftrom previous months, and 48 
Sections are scheduled for March. To data, 31 Sections have boon submitted to D/B, 

He stressed the necessity for maintaining production at an average rata of 53 
Sections per month for the remainder of FT 1953 as that the goal of 8 MS per year 
set by the JCS will be achieved. 

8 . Propose d revision of Outline Guide for .SejgMaa.il 

The Amy member presented a proposed revision of the KIS Outline Guide for 
Section 45 (Health and Sanitation) which was prepared by the G-2 Section Coordinator. 
This proposed revision provides for coverage of civilian medical facilities in 
addition to the military aspects of the subject already provided for in the present 
Outline Guide, The State member and the D/B editorial staff will review and comment 
on the suggested revision, and the matter will be brought up for discussion again 
at a later meeting. 

9. Revision of O utline Quids for Section M A _S^lej 3 gnp 


The Wavy member presented a proposal providing for the revision of the 
Outline Guide for subsections C and D of Section 1, Supplement I. The proposal 
pertains to a new formula for working out computations of port capacities, and M® 
the concurrence of Assy. It has also bean informally coordinated with the D/B 
editorial staff. The Committee took the proposal under study and will act on the 
matter at the next meeting,
